- ernmental neglect has now 
been exposed to show that an ade- 
quate social welfare program is one 
ofthe most serious needs fi 
this province. Enough informed 
advice has been tendered to show 
the government how it can ap- 
proach the problem and overcome 
it. Social welfare therefore: should 
be a top priority item on the agenda 
of the legislature which will meet 
“later this week. 


One of the most depressing 
facets of the current concern about 
social wetfare 4n British Columbia 
is the inability of, the government 
to recognize that it is fumbling the 
whole program, that it is falling 
down on the job. ; 

: The only official reaction to 
criticism—and_ the’ criticism comes 
from experts—is to announee that 
everything is fine, that this prov- 
ince leads all the others, that more 
money is being spent than before, 


that the critics are only trying to, 


embarrass the government, and so 
on, There is no evidence that any 
intelligent suggestions can pene- 
trate the solid wall of the govern- 
ment’s official complacency and 
self-satisfaction. . 

It apparently means nothing to 
the premier anc his ministers when 
an experienced and higty respect- 
ed social welfare worker reports 
that it is impossible to do the job 
she is supposed to be dcing because 
there is not enough staff—just as 
it meant nothing three years ago 
when the supervisor of child wel- 
“fare for the province resigned in 
protest against exactly the same 
conditions, . 

It means nothing, apparently, 
that babies cannot be adopted 
because their cases cannot be 
attended to—yet, to put it on the 
lowest monetary basis, they would 


cost the province nothing once they 
were adopted whereas now they 
must be supported in “temporary” 
foster homes.» It means nothing, 
epperently, that young distufbed 
cannot be properly treated 
and trained because there is 
nowhere to put them, yet these 
inevitably go on to fill our prisons 
later—at greater cost. It means

The official Soviet response to Presi- 
dent Kennedy's death was, as we -all 
know, without precedent in the history 
of the Soviet Union. The First Secre- 
tary of the Communist Party of the 
USSR spoke of the dead President in 
the tones of a world statesman mourn- 
ing the loss of a colleague. Everything 
possible was done in Moscow to indicate 
that the Soviet leadership was almost 
ostentatiously refraining from rocking 
the boat at what might have been a 
highly eritical conjecturé in Russo- 
American relations. : 

There is not the least. reason to sup- 
pose that Mr. Khrushchev is not serious 
in his’ proclaimed desire to achieve et 
least a working understanding with 
Washington. Without prejudice to the 

“advancement of Communism, 
he has plugged away at this line for 
the best part of a decade, There have 
been set-backs and diversions, but he 
has invariably returned to his central 
theme—the necessity for the two great 
powers to establish a modus vivendi and 
to avoid war. 

In the atomic age it is hard to see 
how any Soviet statesman could take 
any other line; but Mr. Khrushchev,

Servative caucus meetings. His- outspoken 
support for Doug Harkness has alienated 
him from the chief. He is so fraink that he 
has to be honest. 

Blunt Mr. Hays was met head on by 
blunt Mr. Mcintosh. A -MclIntosh claim of 
privilege led to thé reference of the matter 
to the House committee on priviléges and 
elections. Here Mr. Hays backed down on 
his allegations about McIntosh and said that 
he would like an inquiry into the whole 
question of PFAA in 1962 in Swift Current. 


‘Let It Come’ 


Through seven meetings the committee 
wrangled warily, with both Tory and Lib- 
eral backbenchers skirmishing much more

The inter-church meeting was held under auspices of 
the Victoria Council of Churches and the Roman Catholic 
diocese of Victoria and organized by the council's com- 
mittee on evangelism and social action. 


In a prayer. for unity, Rev. H. Gordon Walker, chair- 
man of the committee, and Anglican vicar of St. David- 
by-the-Sea, Cordova Bay, said: 

“For our controversies, sometimes full of narrow- 
mindedness and lacking in charity towards our Christian 
brothers, for our harsh judgments, we beseech Thee to 
pardon us, O Lord.

“For all the culpable violence which has been exer- 
cised in the past and is still exercised today against-our 
Christian brothers, we beseech Thee to“pardon ‘us, 
O Lord.” 

Rev. S. J. Parsons, DD, of Centennial United prayed 
that Christians should have “the courage to reject all our 
hidden indifference and mistrust, and our mutual hi hos- 
tility.” 

The saying of the Lord's Prayer was led by Rev. 
Julius Bergbusch, Good Shepherd Lutheran, and Rev. A. 
C. Hamill, Emmanuel Baptist, offered a prayer that “we 
may all find one anotherin one and the satne love in Jesus 
Christ, Our Lord.” 

Scriptures were read by Rev. William Klempa, Gorge 
Preshyterian; Brigadier Victor Underhill of the Salvation 
Army, and Very Rév. J. L. W. McLean, St. Andrew's 
Presbyterian. 

In a 10-minute address, Canon Butler of the Anglican 
Church chose three words from the scriptures — love, 
authority and unity.

“The dilemma of our differences is insoluble, but with 
God all things are possible and the way to Christian unity 
is the way to the centre in Christ... . 


“We can find brotherhood if we recognize Jesus as 
the brother of us all.” 


Rev. Father McDonald, wearing the uniform of a_ 


Roman Catholic Army Chaplain, took his text from St: 
John 17, verse 21, “That they may all be one.” 


“We know that unity for all men is the will of Christ,” 
he said, and today more than at any time in history men 
‘long for unity. 


“But only when we truly love one another and are _ 


willing to suffer and sacrifice for one another will we 
became one in true Christian brotherhood.” 

Father McDonald said- the ecumenical movement, 
inspired by Pope John and other Christian leaders, did not 
mean the abandonment of personal Christian convictions. 


“Rather it brings Christians face to face with the 
divine light of Christ. It urges us to labor side by side 
in the pursuit of truth. And in that pursuit it may be 
Necessary for us to rededicate ourselves to Christian 


truth and teaching.
